The  blooming  ability  of  our  bulbs  is  best  vouched  for  by  the  many  thousands  of 
customers  in  all  parts  of  the  world  who  have  bought  and  grown  our  bulbs,  year  after 
year  with  greatest  satisfaction.  Thousands  of  visitors  at  the  Minnesota  State  Fair  in 
1924,  1926  and  1928  will  still  remember  our  exhibits  as  First  Prize  Winners.  In  1928 
we  were  awarded  18  first  prizes  or  twice  as  many  as  any  other  Exhibitor. 

The  Season  of  1932  being  the  third  successive  season  of  drought  in  this  locality, 
consequently  a  very  large  deficit  of  moisture  accumulated  over  the  three-year  period 
and  without  any  facility  for  irrigating  our  fields,  this  condition  did  not  produce  the 
largest  and  best  flowers  to  be  sure,  but  not  having  exhibited  our  Glads  for  three  years 
we  felt  it  was  necessary  to  do  so,  lest  some  may  think  we  had  gone  out  of  business. 
To  our  great  surprise  and  satisfaction,  we  received  First  Prize  on  our  Grandiflorus 
Collection;  First  Prize  on  Primulinus  Collection,  and  a  large  number  of  First  Prizes  on 
the  Color  Classes,  besides  the  SWEEPSTAKE  PREMIUM  for  the  best  three  spikes  in 
a  vase,  this  is  the  most  coveted  Prize  offered  in  the  Gladiolus  Section.

Besides  all  the  finest,  plumpest  bulbs  were  picked 
out  to  fill  orders  with.  We  had  only  the  thin,  scroniest  looking  bulbs  left  for  our  own 
planting.  This  is  conclusive  proof  that  the  shape  or  plumpness  of  a  bulb  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  size  of  flower  it  will  produce.  The  most  important  factor  as  we  have 
learned  by  actual  experience,  and  proved  beyond  all  doubt,  is  in  the  selection  of  disease- 
free  stock,  proper  curing,  correct  storing  conditions,  never  ceasing  care  and  watchfulness 
in  keeping  the  stock  through  the  winter  in  the  very  best  growing  condition.

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SIZES  OF  BULBS 

For  the  convenience  and  economy  of  our  Customers,  we  are  offering  small  lot?  in  3 
different  sizes  only  which  enable  us  to  supply  their  wants  at  the  unheard  of  low  Money 
Saving  Prices  as  outlined  in  this  List. 

Different  varieties  vary  a  great  deal  in  size  of  Bulbs  they  produce;  some  varieties 
hardly  ever  make  a  larger  Bulb  than  1%  inch  in  diameter,  while  other  varieties 
produce  Bulbs  up  to  3  inches  and  even  larger  in  our  soil.  This  variation  is  in  no  way 
any  indication  of  the  size  and  quality,  or  beauty  of  the  flower  a  certain  bulb  will 
produce.  For  instance,  a  bulb  1%  inch,  two  years  old  from  Bulblets,  if  well  grown,  well 
cured,  healthy  and  firm,  will  produce  just  as  large  a  flower  as  another  bulb  much  over¬ 
sized,  in  some  cases  better,  if  the  much  over-size  bulb  has  been  produced  by  over¬ 
feeding,  over-watering,  etc.,  which  have  a  tendency  to  make  it  soft  and  has  less  vitality 
to  withstand  adverse  growing  conditions.  And  then  again  a  bulb  of  any  size  may  be 
too  old  to  produce  the  best  blooms  (our  experience  has  proved  a  bulb,  two  or  three 
years  from  Bulblets  ordinarily  produce  best  blooms).  This  is  the  kind  we  supply  our 
customers  and  termed  Large  Blooming  Size  and  indicated  in  our  List  by  letter  “L”. 

We  recommend  the  “LARGE”  blooming  size  for  best  immediate  results. 

“MEDIUM”  size  bulbs  indicated  by  “M”  in  the  List  include  sizes  number  3  and  4 
and  measure  %  up  to  1  inch  and  over  in  diameter,  and  are  termed  Medium  Blooming 
Size.  All  should  bloom  first  season,  but  a  little  later  than  the  large  bulbs  and  generally 
smaller  flowers  proportionately. 

“SMALL”  size  indicated  by  “S”  include  sizes  No.  5  and  6  and  run  from  %  to  V2 
inch  and  over,  most  of  these  little  bulbs  will  bloom  the  first  year,  but  at  the  best 
produce  small  inferior  flowers,  as  compared  with  those  produced  from  large  bulbs,  but 
will  make  good  blooming  bulbs  for  the  following  season  and  are  much  more  satisfactory 
to  buy  to  grow  on  than  Bulblets  which  are  more  or  less  uncertain,  on  that  account  may 
prove  more  expensive  in  the  end. 

“BULBLETS” — while  we  don’t  recommend  the  buying  of  bulblets  to  the  average 
home  gardener,  we  will  supply  them  as  far  as  we  can  at  one-tenth  the  price  of  a  large 
bulb.  For  instance,  one  large  bulb,  priced  $2.00  each,  a  Bulblet  would  cost  $.20  selected 
good  size.  In  cheaper  varieties  will  supply  them  at  $.25  a  package,  not  counted,  but 
always  a  very  generous  lot  for  the  money.  Bulblets  sold  in  larger  lots  by  1,000,  or  by 
measure  are  Field  run,  only  the  small  ones  screened  out  through  a  six  or  eight  mesh 
sieve,  according  to  variety. 

“Larger  Quantities”  are  offered  on  the  last  pages  of  this  List  at  amazingly  low 
prices,  in  lots  of  25  to  250  of  a  kind  and  size;  graded  in  the  six  standard  sizes 
according  to  A.  G.  S.  classification. 

All  Prices  in  this  List  include  Transportation.  We  Prepay  all  Cash  orders  to  all 
parts  of  the  U.  S.  A.  by  Express  or  Parcel  Post  (our  choice)  so  you  will  know  exactly 
how  much  your  bulb  order  will  cost  you.
